SCHEDULE A MEETING
Senator Grassley holds a constituent Q&A in every lowa
county at least once every year to hear what’s on the
minds of lowans. He also attends events and visits with
constituents across lowa on the weekends and when the
Senate is not in session. While in Washington, D.C,,
Senator Grassley dedicates time each day to meet with
lowans. Invitations or meeting requests can be
submitted online or by phone.

VISITING WASHINGTON, D.C.
Senator Grassley’s office can help to arrange tours of the
United States Capitol and visits to other popular area
sites, including the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, the
Kennedy Center, the White House and the FBI Education
Center. Tours can be scheduled up to three months in
advance pending availability.
